work. Normal passenger service 
was virtually restored, they said, 
while substantial progress had been 
made in moving the vast amount of 
freight that has been accumula- 
ting throughout the country, es- 
pecially in the east during the past 
three weeks. 

Many of the strikers went out 
without presenting any grievances 
and later anounced that failure to 
receive increases in wages granted 
to other railroad mem prompted

‘In many cases, however, they 
have been assured their demands 
will be presented to President WIil- 
son’s labor board, which is em- 
powered under the federal trans- 
portation act to settle disputes be- 
tween railroads and their men.

In Chicago, the goriginal strike

day. Not more than 2,000 men are 
reported to be out there by railroad 
officials, although these figures 
were disputed by Granau, whoa 
claimed the strikers’ ranks were 
unbroken and that a meeting of 
outlaw union heads from ‘all sec- 
tions of the country would ve held 
there today to make plans for con- 
tinuing the strike. 

In the New York district it was 
apparent that most of the strikers 
whose'numbers were variously es- 
timated from 4,000 to 20,000, had 
returned. Two thousand employees 
of the Hudson -Tubes, which carry 
thousands of commuters into New 
York daily from northern New Jer- 
sey points, were the only united 
and important  holdouts. The 
tubes have been closed to passenger 
traffic since the men walked out, 
April 9. 

Tieup at Cleveland. 

In Detroit an attempt will be 
made today to resume switchjng 
operations with volunteer crews re- 
eruited from the ranks of idle fac- 
t workers. In Cleveland all lo- 

freight terminals, with the ex- 
_eeption of the New York Central 
Collinwood yards and the Erie rail- 
road, were still tied up, but passen- 
ger service through the union sta- 
tion was normal. 
‘ The return today of several hun- 
dred striking Baltimore and Ohio 
trainmen of the Connellsville-Pitts-

ice in that district. A few Pitts- 
burg terminal men are still out. 

Virtually normal conditions were 
“reported in the Buffalo, Toledo-and 
Philadelphia districts, where the 
majority of the strikers had already 
returned to work. Strenuous efforts 
were made last night to break up

The principal effect, of the strike’ 
thus far has been the closing of 
many industries because of their 
inability to obtain coal, raw mate- 
rials and freight cars to move their 
products.

BRYAN BRANDED 


PARTY WRECKER 


By Senator Hitchcock, of 
Nebraska—Alleges Bry- 
an Defeated Probable 
Treaty Compromise. 
Wilson Is Discussed. 


Omaha, Neb., April 18.—Advising 
democrats here last night not to 
send W. J. Bryan as a delegate to 
the democratic national convention, 
United States Senator Hitchcock 
proclaimed Bryan a “party wrecker” 
and as out of sympathy with the 
present democratic. administration. 
He charged that Bry§n had defeated 
probable compromise over the Lodge 
reservations to the league of nations 
covenant and the ratification by the 
senate of the peace treaty. _ 

“TIT want to say a few words about 
President Wilson,” he said. “I think 
there is too little said nowadays ‘in 
defense of his administration and in 
praise of his record. 

“Let me say, first of all, that I am 
under no personal obligations to the 
pesident. My standing in the senate 
was not due to his influnece. It is 
no great secret in Washington that 
I became chairman of the commit- 
tee on foreign relations when the 
democrats controlled the senate at a 
time whén the president preferred 
another senator for that honor. Be- 
fore he left the United States to go 
to Paris, he did mot call me into 
consultation any more than he did 
any other senator, although I was 
stille»airman of the committee and 
had » been superseded by Senator 
Lodge. I mention this to show that 
I have no personal reason for cham- 
pioning the cause of Woodrow Wil- 
sok. I have received no favors from 
him, and I can speak of him as 
frankly and judge him as dispas-. 
sionately and justly as any disinter- 
ested person. 

“Today he is an invalid, broken in 
health, depressed in spirit and bit- 
terly disappointed at the failure of 
the United States senate to permit 
the United States to enter the league 


of nations. Since last September, 
when he broke down, he has known 
nothing but weakness and weari- 
ness and pain. 

“Of course, Woodrow Wilson made 
mistakes. He made a mistake when 
he proceeded to negotiate a treaty 
of peace without taking a few lead- 
ing members of the senate into his 
confidence. He made a mistake 
when he hurt the feelings of proud 
senators by ignoring them until 
after he had negotiated treaty. 
If he had catered to and ocnsulted 
with those senators, he would have 
had an easy time with ratification. 
He lacked the tact and forethought. 
He knew thatthe constitution placed 
in his hands the negotiation of the 
treaties, and he unwisely assumed 
that if he performed his duty, the 
senate would do its duty and consent 
to ratification.”

About 2,000 welkedressed men 
gathered in the Baptist Tabernacle 
yesterday afternoon in an enthu- 
siastic and receptive mood. The 


there at 2:30 o’clock, but it did not 
clearly appear whether. they were 
present to witness ‘that ceremony 
or to listen to Gypsy Pat Smith 
Speak on the Irish question at 3 
o’clock in the same edifice. They 
all signed pledges to wear denim 
until the hoped for drop in the price 
of wearing apparel, and they like- 
wise applauded Gypsy Pat roundly 
when he denounced the “Irish bol- 
shevists,” so perhaps the crowd 
was there for both purposes.

Mexico City, April 18.—A revolt 
in the state of Michoacan, engi- 
neered by General Pasqual Ortiz 
Rubio, governor of the state and a

+ Colonel Alvaro Obregon, is announc- 


ed in the government’s Sg¢cond war 
bulletin issued early today. Gov- 
ernor Rubio, the bulletin states, has 
fled from Morelia, the state capi- 
tal, with one hundred men, accom- 
panied by Major Jesus Millan, with. 
a command of fifty men. 

General de La, Torre. who cam’ 
dent Carranza, has beey ordered to 
proceed immediately to Acambaro 
to report to General Bruno Neirn, 
who has been substituted in the 
Acambaro region for General Jose 
Rentera Luviano, sént to take 
charge of the Sonora campaign. 

According to the bulletin, Gover- 
nor Rubio has fled to the hills, tak- 
ing with him the contents of the 
State treasury. .It adds that Gen- 
eral Nejro has arrived at Morelia 
to take charge of military opera- 
tions there and that a d2tachrient 
of state troops had left the capital 
for Acambaro to pursue the out- 
law governor and reinforce’ the 
Morelia garrison. ' 

While the revolt of pro-Obregon 
authorities in Michoacan had been 
expected, it was considered official- 
ly as a loca! uprising. The remain- 
der of the stute is reported quiet 

A dispatch to El Universal from 
its correspondent at Morelia claims 
that Colonel Obregon is in that 
town. It is stated he is in open 
revolt. This is nét confirmed offi- 
cially, ‘however. 

The government’s stand with re- 
lation to Colonel Obregon is com- 
mented upon approvingly by its 
supporters, who declare that in al- 
lowing him a free hand instead of 
detaining him as would have been 
easy when he was here in the cap- 
ital, the government had given him 
opportunity to show what his. ‘real 
political aims were. 

SONORA FORCES 
MAKING PROGRESS. 

Agua Prieta, Sonora, April 138.— 
Despite resistance from Carranza 
soldiers, General Angel Flores, So- 
nora commander, has progressed at 
the rate of thirty miles a day, ac- 
cording to a messa received here 
by Francisco Elias,” leader in the 
Sonora revolutionary movement. 

After defeating Carranza forces 
yesterday, thirty kilometers south 
of Guanuchil, Sonora, killing twelve 
soldiers, capturing six wounded and 


thirty unwounded prisoners, General 
Flores was quoted as having found 
a locomotive, pine cars, “plenty of 
arms” and some horses. 
More than 1,000 troops, principally 
Yaqui Indians, have assembled in 
Agua Prieta, Five hundred more 
are at Naco, a few miles south of 
here, and 1,000 more en route. The 
troops at Naco are reported to have 
thirty Browning machine guns.

U.S. GOVERNMENT 


Washington, April 18.—It cost $5,- 
028,176,000 to run the government 
for the first nine months of the 
fiscal year and, taking this as an 
averagé, treasury officials said to- 
day that total government expendi- 
tures for the twelve months pe- 
riod ending June 30, next, would 
reach approximately $6,750,000,000. 
or nearly two million dollars a day. 

Further appropriations by con- 
gress and the soldier bonus, which 
is estimated will cost the govern- 
ment one billion dollars, are not in- 
cluded. Last December Secretary 
Glass figured that running expenses 
would amount to $6,097,237,000, but 
he did not take irtto account the 
loss in government operation of 
railroeds. 

Principal items which go to make 
up the nine months’ expenses are: 
War department, $1,301.605,000; 
Railroad administration, $776,590,- 
000; navy department, $621,364,000: 
shipping board, $433,100,000, and in-

000. Congress has spent foy its 
own aiaiieaaion $15,309,000, and 
the executive offices cost $6,177,000.

“They are exerting 
themselves to the utmost to provide 
the largest possible arreegs for 
wheat. heat contro! in the United 
Kingdom probably will continue for 
some time.”

Detroit, April 18.—To further the 
boycett of potatoes, the Detroit 
Restaurant Keepers’ association to- 
day boosted the price of potatoes to 
such a height that only the reck- 
less would order them. Mashed po- 
tatoes went to 50 cents for a small 
portion on the menu cards of the 
medium-priced places; plain “Irish 
boiled were 40 cents, and the aris- 
tocratic spudscuffle was firm on a 
rising market at 60 cents per war- 
time portion. 

The restaurateurs decided to 
make these prices uniform to start 
the second week of the public fight 
on potato profiteers, Murphies hav- 
ing hit the high price of $8 a 
bushel. ‘ 

Even stewards of the fanciest 
food parlors in town, where high 
prices never were strangers to the 
right-hand column of the menu, de- 
cided that the ‘price had about 
reached its limit.

No. 1—In the making of a cup 
of cocoa very little care is general- 
ly used; this is true not only in 
public restaurants, but frequently in 
the home. The mere pouring of 
boiling water over cocoa in a cup 
is not a finished cup of cocoa. By 
this method a sediment of uncooked 
cocoa is always left on the bottom 
of the cup. The proper way is to 
mix sugar and cocoa with boiling 
water, add hot milk in equal pro- 
portions, cook for ten or fifteen min- 
utes in a double boiler. Then beat 
.t with an egg beater. 

No. 2—The soiling of a cook book 
which is kept for reference on the 
kitchen table may be, to some ex- 
tent prevented by standing the,hook 
against some object, and holding it 
open to the recipe by a rubber band. 
The more modern method is to type- 
write recipes from cook books on 
recipe cards, which, while in use, 
are hung on a hook near the table 
or set in a standard on the table, 
and are afterward filed away in a 
card cabinet box. 

No. 3—Scrambled eggs are gener- 
ally the most inferior egg diet 
made, because enough care is not 
taken to insure the proper temper 
ature while the eggs are being 
cooked. They should be cooked 
slowly over a slow heat and should 
be stirred constantly. ..Another 
method is to scramble them over 
boiling water. By this method 
they can never become tough and 
leathery. 

No. 4—For cleaning linoleum use 
steel wobsl, grade No. 2. 

No, 5—The three household appli- 
ances disappearing in the home, 
while more\modern methods are 
transforming the. laborious . work 
into a pleasant no-drudgery job, 
are the washboard, the broom ang 
scrub brush. ° 

No. 6—V hen salad is to be served 
with the meat and vegetable 
course. it should bo placed to the 
left of the piatce.

Miss Booth Tells 


Of Great Services 
Salvation Army 


From the dirt and evil of a city’s 
underworld, tothe muck and terror 
of an Argonne battlefield, from the 
point of service, is not so far and 
marvelous a step as to merit wonder 
or cause astonishment, said Evan- 


gelien Booth, commander of the in- 
ternational forces of the Salvation 
army, in her brilliant address at the 
Lyric theater on Sunday afternoon. 

“Salvationists who have been 
trained to serve others, with no 
thought of self, no matter what the 
cost or what the circumstance; 
ready, if need be, to seal their serv- 
ice with their blood—it is no wonder 
that when the clarion call came, 
and every mother’s cheeks went 
pale, the Salvation Army should 
follow the Stars and Stripes across 
the seas.” 

Miss Booth, in her peculiarly mag- 
hetic and forceful manner, described 
the lessons of hardship learned by 
the workers ih her organization in 
the Boer war, in the San Francisco 
disaster, in the Dayton, Galveston 
and Johnstown floods, and other 
emergenci when their quick re- 
sponse had prepared them to meet 
the issue that rose for them out of 
the world war. 

Concerning’ the comparatively 


small number which constituted the 
forces of the organization overseas, 
Miss Booth said that this was trace- 
able, in some degree, to the fact that 
the manifold labors of the charita- 
ble organization here could not be 
put aside; but chiefly, she said, be- 
cause she and the other leaders pre- 
ferred to have fewer workers, rather 
than to take chances with the quali- 
ty of men and women who served 
the boys in France. 

Miss Booth said that since the 
war her organization has experi- 
enced a wonderful popularity—‘“to 
which it was by no means accus- 
tomed’’—and that the plaudits of the 
multitude of mothers, the rank and 
file of allied and American armies, 
the gratitude expressed by such 
chieftains as Foch and Pershing, 
had been enough to repay the sacri- 
fices made. 

The fundamental reason for a Sal- 
vationist’s success, for his prepared- 
ness to meet any emergency, Was 
on account of his perfection in the 
art of dealing with humanity and 
his close application of Christ te 
deeds, said the speaker. 

The address of Commander Booth 
on Sunday afternoon was the fea- 
ture of the four-day session of the 
southern congress of the Salvation 
Army, which was closed Sunday eve- 
ning at the Criterion theater with 
an evangelistic service conducted by 
Colonel R. E. Holz, of Philadelphia, 
commander of the southern province.

MURDER TRALS SHON 
BG NOREASE HERE 


In announcing that there will 
be an emergency division of the 
Fulton criminal superior court this 
week, Judge Walter Hodges pre- 
siding, Solicitor /John <A. Boykin 
Saturday stated that since the 
first of January, 1920, three hun- 
dred and twenty-two cases have 
been disposed of tn this court, in- 
cluding twenty murder cases. He 
Stated that in the entire year, of 
1916 there were only thirty mur- 
‘ders in the British Isles, while in 
Fulton county in three months 
twenty murder cases haye been 
tried, resulting in eighteen convic- 
tions and two acquittals. 

Judging from the figures an- 
nounced by Solicitor Boykin, crime 
is On the increase in Fulton county. 
Of the three hundred and twenty- 
two cases disposed of, two hundred 
and ighty convictions were se- 
cured, thirty-eight acquittals re- 
turned by juries, and four mistrials 
declared. The four men who were 
convicted on the charge of extor- 
tion were former city policemen. 

Other crimes that are most com- 
monly charged in Fulton and the 
result of the trials for the past 
three months are: Assault with in- 
tent to murder, 10 convictions, 4 
acquittals; burglary, 73 convictions, 
7 acquittals; forgery. 10 convictions, 
2 acquittals; larceny of automo- 
biles, 28 convictions, 2 acquittals; 
larceny from house, 41 convictions, 
4 acquittals;: simple larceny, 5 con- 
victions, 2 acquittals; larceny from 
railroad cars, 1 conviction, no ac- 
quittal; robbery, 17 convictions, 2 
acquittals; carrying concealed 
weapons, 4 convictions, no acquit- 
tals; larceny of automobile tires, 
2 convictions, no acquittals; lar- 
ceny after trust, 10 convictions, no 
acquittals: extortion, 4 convictions, 
no acquittals; car-breaking. 9 fon- 
victions, 1 acquittal; embezzlement. 
1 conviction, no acquittals; larceny 
from person, 1 conviction, no ac- 
quittals.
